A Harbour Tunnel 


AT some stage in the near 


future, Government plan- 
ners will be faced with tho 
conclusion—if indeed it has

RITAIN'S reactions to 
the American elections 
were guarded and conflict- 
ing, except on two points. 


Moat circles agree that 
obviously the result weakens 
America’s government. 


Secondly it ja generally 
expected that the Democrats 
will be encouraged by their 
partial victory to begin - a 
political smear campaign 
against Eisenhower. 


They will naturally hope 
that this will assist them 
in putting Adlai Stevenson 
into the White House, The 
temptation of — complete 
power will be stronger than 
nny sympathy they =o may 
have for Eisenhower as a 
man. Jt will ulso outweigh 
any concessions he — could 
make to them while he is 
still President. 


Beyond these conclusions 
Brituin's political parties 
disagree.

IN MEDICINE?

HEN the Hyp- 
notism Act came 
into force in Sri- 


dain recently, it 
brought about a state of 
affairs desired by the medi- 
eal profession for a long 
time. The Act made it 
iNegal to hypnotise anyone 
under 21 years of age except 
for tue purposes of scienti- 
fic research or medical 
therapy. It also yave local 
uuthorities power to control 
hypnotic exhibitions in all 
places licensed for public en- 
tertainment, and made their 
permission ~ obligatory for 
any other public demonstra- 
tion, even in cases where no 
admittance fee was made. 

Hence the satksfactiom of doc- 
tors with ‘the new legislation, 
fur hypnotism was being trough 
to disrepute by ofl kinds of 
pcopls exploiting it for mer- 
cenary reascns only. 

Dr S. J. Van Pelt, President 
of the British Society of Medical 
Hypnotists, pointed out many 
years ogo that almost anybody 
could learn to hypnotise, but 
that this accomplishment did 
not confer a knowledge of 
medicine on the hypnotist, 

In a grave warning, he stated: 
“Medically ignorant, and often 
completely irresponsible people, 
now make the most extra- 
vagant claims for hypnotism. 
Because they are not restricted 
by any code of medical cthics, 
they can advertise and give de- 
monstrations with a few highly 
suggestible, seiccted and often 
tralned subjects, and so mislead 
the gullible public.” 


CHARLATANS 


[SHAPPILY, quite a nimber 
of charlatans were ati one 
tlme ‘abe to extract large fees 
from credulous patients, who re- 
celved nothing beneficial in re- 
turn for thelr money. And the 
antics which many stage 
hypnotists caused their subjects 
to perform also brought a good 
deal . of opprobrium _—_ita 
hypnotism. Now that this un- 
fortunate state of affairs has 
been tended, it is the hope of 
British medical’ men’ that 
hypnotism’ will now have a fair 
chance of proving its yalue, 
What, then, is its value? For 
one thing, it helps to speed up 
the work of psycho-analysis, 


using hypnotism he has been

It has not been used with con- 
sistent frequency in childbirth, 
but the first such case occurred 
as long ogo as.1881.

Magonet, President and 
founder of the Medical Hypnosis 
Association, midwifery “by

It had been widely 
believed that it was impossible 
to make a patient do anything 
under hypnosis which was 
against his own Interests and 
moral principles; also that it 
was impossible to make him 
commit a crime or give away 
secrets.
